Enoch Arnold Bennett 
Was Great ‘Literary 
Figure

LONDON, March 28.—Enoch Arnold 
Bennett, ohe of the greatest lterary 
figures of the present century, died 
here last night at the age of 63. 

Stricken with influenza seven weeks 
ago, the famous novelist and play- 
wright was recovering when he con- 
tracted typhoid fever. After hours of 
unconsciousness he died peacefully 
after a blood transfusion had resulted 
in only temporary relief. 

News of the death of Bennett, who 
wrote some 30 novels and more than 
a dozen plays, though not unexpected, 
came as a shock to his personal 
friends as well as to hundreds of

WASHINGTON, D.C,, March 28.—

be about $700,000,000 in the hole by 
June 30, daily expenditures greatly 
exceeding income at the present time. 
The U.S. budget is about ten times 
that of Canada. 

Controversy is now raging as to 
wheather this deficit should be covered 
by an increase in taxes or by an issue 
of bonds. The Chamber of Commerce 
Friday has a report from its committee 
on Federal finance strongly urging 
that no increase should be made in 
the taxes at this time, holding that 
an increase would be made for busi- 
ness. 

On the other hand, Senators Borah 
of Idaho and Norris of Nebraska, Pro- 
gressive Republicans, stand for an in- 
crease in taxes. Borah advocates a 
rise in the higher income tax, while 
Norris asks higher taxes on estates 
and inheritances,

Editor of . Labor News c £, Marley, London, Ont., 


Scores Suggestions to 
Ban Labor 


A challenge to the citizens of Ed- 
monton to amend what he terms the 
unsatisfactory condition of civic af- 
fairs in Edmonton by the creation of 
a new party, composed of men who 
will be unhampered by affiliation with 
any established organt ization or group, 
{s thrown out by the editor of the Al- 
berta Labor News, 

He says: “For some time I have 
been intensely dissatisfied with the 
condition of affairs that exists In 
civic politics in Edmonton, I have 
talked about {t to people in various 
walks of life and have not found any- 
one who did not feel as I did. We 
have, so to speak, two armed camps 
in our civic political life. The antag~- 
onism between these groups exists not 
only at election time but throughout 
the year, It crops out in various 
places and manifests itself in many 
ways in all our civic affairs, It ham- 
pers the government of our ¢ ty, 
throttles co-operation and engenders 
bitterness and ill-feeling. It is not a 
good fecling for Edmonton. It can’t 
be. But what can we do about it?” 
LABOR’S CONTRIBUTION 

The writer remarks that it ha 
suggested that labor should be asked 
to get out of politics, but adds labor 
should not be asked to do this, and 
draws attention to the many tributes

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“PEM” HEALY 


“Tim” Healy is dead. His name has 
been familiar to newspaper readers for 
fifty years. He was contemporary, aS a 
figure in British public life, with Glad- 
stone, Disraeli and Parnell. He has out- 
lived, by a generation, the gladiators with 
whom and against whom he fought the 
home rule battles of the 80's and the 90's. 
Of all the band of hard-hitting National- 
ists who made life miserable for succes- 
sive British Governments in those far-off 
times, none possessed a more bitter 
tongue, a livelier wit, or a more fiery tem- 
per than Timothy Healy. 

But time, changed conditions and ex- 
perience brought their steadying influ- 
ence. When, in 1922, Healy was named 
the first Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, he surprised both friends and 
opponents by the moderation with which 
he governed both speech and action, Prob- 
ably no man has contributed more than 
this fire-flinging orator of the Irish 
League days to sofien the contacts be- 
tween the Irish factions and to bring 
about the harmony and good feeling 
which now prevail in that traditionally 
“distressful country”. 


BARRING U. 8S. GASOLINE 


The Minister of National Revenue has 
set a fixed value upon gasoline imported 
from the United States, for purposes of 
calculating the duty payable. The valua- 
tion varfes from something more than 
four cents per wine gallon to nearly eight 
cents, depending upon the district from 
which the fluid comes. 

The object and effect of course is to 
increase the customs tax on imported gaso- 
line, and thus to give a better opportunity 
to market the home produced commodity. 
With the wells in Turner Valley producing 
more gasoline than can be sold, the action 
will be welcome to those who have invest- 
ed money in that and other Canadian oil 
fields, and some stimulus may be given to 
further development work there and else- 
where. 

If the price of gasoline goes up in con- 
sequence, that will not be out of line with 
the common results of increased tariff. In 
any case, the added protection to the home 
producer is in conformity with the general 
tariff policy which the people of Canada 
demanded last June, and there is no rea- 
son why gasoline should be made an ex- 
ception to the general rule because this 
happens to be an article that is produced 
in Alberta more largely than in any other 
part of Canada. 

WHY OVER-PRODUCTION? 

Premier Mussolini toid the wheat con- 
ference at Rome that it would be “rash” 
to call for a limitation of the cultivation 
of cereals at a time when so many people 
in the world are hungry. But no more 
rash, surely, than that governments 
should lend their influence to encourage 
the over-production of wheat at prices 
which reduce the growers to poverty. 

The Canadian farmer is under no more 
obligation to produce wheat at a loss, in 
order that the hungry may be fed, than 
people in other countries are to order their 
operations with the same end in view. It 
is to be hoped the Duce will carry his 
words into action, and adopt an Italian 
trade policy that will help to make it pos- 
sible for the great wheat growing coun- 
tries to continue to produce on an ample 
scale, 

Italy is a wheat-importing country. 
But of late years, under direction and 
encouragement of the Mussolini Govern- 
ment, wheat-growing has been expanded 
in Italy to abnormal proportions. That 
curtailment of the Italian demand has 
contributed its share to bringing about 
the conditions which incline the great ex- 
porting countries to adopt a policy of 
lessened production, 

If the Italian premier will use his great 
power to turn Italy’s wheat lands to 
other, and more protitable use, that will 
help to relieve the pressure that is forcing 
farmers elsewhere to cut down their 
wheat acreage. If he will exert his in- 
fluence among the countries in Europe to 
reduce the tariff walls by which that con- 
tinent is net-worked, and to permit a more 
healthy development of natural resources 
and a freer flow of international trade, 
there will be no danger of a wheat short- 
age being induced by a policy of restricted 
production in Canada and other great 
growing countries.

DOMINION AND PROVINCES 


The address delivered by Hon. R. H. 
Craig, former attorney general of Mani- 
toba, to the Edmonton Canadian Clubs, 
should help to arouse interest in the 
question of whether the purpose that the 
authors of confederation had in mind is 
really being carried out in the evolution 
of our system of government. 

So far as the layman can judge the 
tendency is and has been to exalt the 
provinces at the expense of the Domini6n, 
The tradition seems to be established that 
the Dominion parliament should have only 
such powers as the provinces cannot filch 
from it by a policy of steady encroach- 
ment, operating through successive de- 
cisions of the courts and the Privy 
Council. 

That may be in conformity with the 
wording of the British North America Act 
as interpreted in the light of legal train- 
ing. It certainly was not the idea in the 
minds of the men who framed that Act. 
Their purpose, as made clear in a hundred 
public addresses, and in the plain reading 
of the Act itself, was that the provinces 
should have only such powers as were ex- 
plicitly allocated to them, and that all 
other powers should belong to the 
Dominion authority. ‘ 

If the British North America Act, as 
it has been amended and now stands, does 
not clearly and effectively assert that 
principle, then the Act needs amending 
again. For that is the on!y principle on 
which a really national government can 
be based, and only if that principle is 
made operative in fact is it worth while 
trying to stimulate national consciousness. 
If Canadians are to take pride in being 
Canadians, and develop any enthusiasm 
in their nationality, they will have to be 


‘Canadians first and provincials second. 


The trend of things at present seems to 
be in precisely the contrary direction, and 
the decentralizing idea is gaining rather 
than losing ground.

One often hears of miraculous cures of paralysis 
blindness, deafness, stammering, etc. The victims, 
although sometimes suffering from their afflictions 
for years, become quite normal through some strong 
emotional condition or through the power of sug- 
gestion. Anyone who studies these cases from a 
scientific standpoint understands that cause is not 
due to ‘organic destruction of nerve tissue as much 
as to some curious blocking of the nerve impulses 
which is often difficult to explain, Once the nerve 
force can be transmitted past the nerve block, the 

individual becomes instantly rid of his affliction. 


There are undoubtedly many functional diseases

Russian Wheat 


HANSARD, March 17th 


Right Hon, R. B, Bennett:—The introduction of 
Russian wheat into the British market has spoiled 
the market for Canadian wheat, as has the introduc- 
tion of lumber from northern Russia spoiled the mar- 
ket for Canadian lumber. In order to avoid any 
misunderstanding, I took the trouble to ascertain the 
number of cargoes of wheat which came into England 
during the time I was there, and the price at which 
they were sold. I realized that the price was less 
than the cost of production in western Canada, The 
effect was that Canadian wheat at once reached a 
lower price level that it had reached before in years. 
There was more than 200,000,000 bushels of wheat 
from Russia that were being offered in competition 
with Canadian wheat, and we are threatened with a 
larger quantity of wheat. 

Mr. STEWART (Edmonton): 
bushels? 

Mr. BENNETT: I said 200,000,000 bushels 

Mr, STEWART (Edmonton): From Russia? 

Mr. BENNETT: Yes 

Mr, VALLANCE: In the British market? 

Mr. BENNETT: No, I said “being offered.” Of 
course all of it did not reach the British market, 
but from my personal knowledge something over 
60,000,000 bushels have reached that market. Just 
what it has now reached I cannot say, but this I do 
sSay—2nd with respect to this there should be no 
difficulty—the free introduction of that wheat on the 
markets of Liverpool, London and other ports of Great 
Britain fixed for wheat a price that it was impossoble 
for Canadians to accépt without losing money. That 
is the story and that was the situation when we 
reached England,

The problem of the sale of Canada’s wheat is 
still a problem that must be solved, if we continue 
to produce as we have produced; and I think it might 
be well to say here, as I think honorable gentlemen 
know, that the consuming capacity of England does 
not exceed 250,000,000 bushels of wheat, perhaps 
going as high as 275,000,000 depending upon circum- 
stances. To say that this government or any other 
government can change the policy of Great Britain 
in favor of Canada at a time when her own people 
are losing £5 per acre in the production of wheat in- 
dicates a lack of understanding. One 500 acre field 
was pointed out to me as being the best field in 
Essex and the owner was losing £5 per acre in an 
endeavor to compete against foreign wheat, 


THE BOND MARKET 

From the Monthly Letter issued by the Royal Bank 
of Canada: In recent months the statement has been 
frequently reiterated that cheap and plentiful creait 
is creating those adjustments which tend to rehabili- 
tate business activity. Low rates for call and short- 
term money are cited as examples of cheap credit and 
their influence is undoubtedly constructive. What is 
perhaps the chief feature of the present money situa- 
tion, however, seems to have beeu overlooked: that 
tie price level of the highest grade of bonds is some- 
what below that prevailing in 1926, 1927 and 1928, 
and that the yield obtainable on the second grade of 
bonds is disproportionally high, Credit can hardly be 
considered plentiful when governments, municipali- 
ties and sound corporations are unable to finance 
their requirements because the bound market is un- 
able to absorb a normal volume of issues. While 
many corporations have been able to borrow from 
banks to meet their current needs, they are still wait- 
ing for a bond market in order to finance on a rea- 
sonabiy permanent basis. Issues amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars are practically overhang- 
ing the market, As Mr. Gates W. McGarrah, the 
President of the Bank of International Settlements, 
has stated, the outstanding need of the moment is a 
transfer of funds from the short money market into 
intermediate and long-term credits, and the necessity 
for a greater volume of investment in long credits. 
Substantial revival in business activity waits upon an 
improvement in the investors’ attitude toward the 
bond market

If all of us were good judges of 
intelligence, or if we knew who 
were and could consult them, and 
they had time to get acquainted 
with our children or our employes 
or our friends, that would still be 
the best way of judging intellig- 
ence, That is impossible, and, be- 
sides, in so complex matters, we all 
have our prejudices 

Consider how personal opinion 
enters into the matters of awards 
In today’s newspaper I find a list 
of awards in an artists’ competition. 
Competent artists were chosen as 
judges; they did not test the paint- 
ings; they judged them, and, per- 
haps, no two judged by the same 
points. And in another column are 
the awards at a dog show in several 
classes. Again a competent jury 
which knows dogs as the other jury 
knows paintings. And in bovh cases 
a jury selected by somebody or 
other. 

Now, human beings, including 
children, are; far more complicated 
subjects of judgment than dogs or 
paintings, and particularly in their 
intelligence. 

What we really go by is intellig- 
ence in practical affairs, in social 
relations, in handling problems, in

But I think I am realist enough tw 
realize that the only answer that 
will really answer Communism 15 
the achievement by Western Capit- 
alism of a better life for the mil- 
lions than Communism can achieve. 

I am convinced that the masses of 
the Western world would rather 
achieve security, leisure and self- 
respect through the prevailing sys- 
tem of free capitalism and political 
liberty than through the rigorous 
regimentations either of Communism 
or Fascism. 

But in the long run the masses 
will prove quite indifferent to the 
label of a system, 

If pur industrial system cannot 
or will not bring as integrated plan- 
ning to national development as an 
Italy or a Russia brings, then in 
time the Communisms and Fascisms 
of the future will replace Capital- 
ism. 

If our industrial system cannot or 
will not in the long run give as good 
guaranties of security, leisure, and 
self-respect to the masses as an 
Italy or a Russia can give, then in 
time the Communisms and Fascisms 
of the future will replace Capital- 
ism, 

If our industrial system in com- 
mon with the political system so 
blunderingly administers its foreign 
policies of politicssand trade that 
England, France, Germany and the 
rest of the world cannot stand the 
gaff economically, then the Com- 
muisms and Fascisms of the future 
will replace Capitalism. 

I am convinced that political lib- 
erty and free capilalsm can answer 
Communism, but it must do it in 
deeds, not in words, for mankind 
cannot eat and wear words or trust 
their old age to words!

What does this treatment do for 
children? It undoubtedly gives them 
the same protection or even protec- 
tion to a greater degree against this 
disease, than that which the major- 
ity of adults naturally possess, If 
there are more “carriers” in Ed- 
monton today than ever before, im- 
agine if you can, what a serious epl- 
demic of this disease we would be 
having in our city 1f thousands of 
our young folk were not protected 
against it as they now are, 

Any person, either adult or child, 
may be a “carrier” just as any arti- 
cle of clothing may be. The adult 
individual or the baby is just as 
liable to be one of this number as 
any of those who have been given 
this preventive treatment. In fact, 
the records just quoted above, show 
that they, the treated cases, must be 
much more unlikely.to be a source 
of infection than those who have 
not been given the treatment. 

The only way to absolutely con- 
trol unis disease is to give this pre- 
vention treatment to all children 
between the ages of say six months 
and thirteen years, and have all 
others, children or adults, tested to 
see whether they are susceptible to 
the disease or not; and if suscept- 
ible, give them the treatment also. 

Our best authorities on this sub- 
ject today, tell us that “we need 
not have this disease any more un- 
less we wish.” So far as our public 
schools are concerned we have prac- 
tically proved this, as out of over 
11,900 who have been given the 
treatment since 1926, s0 far as we 
ave aware, only one has developed 
the disease, During 1926 there were 
four cases of diphtherla—one in 
each of four schools, and in 1930 
four cases in three schools, Not one 
of whom had been given the pre- 
ventive treatment,

| For Rock Gardens 
In Edmonton Named 


|Beauty of Mountain 
Growth Can be Success- 
fully Created 


In @ preceding article the principles , 
|of the construction of a Rock Garden 
were briefly outlined. Consideration 
jInust now be given to the subject of 
selecting rock-plants suitable to the 
Edmonton district. 

While comparatively few rock-plants 
have been grown in this district, there 
are hundreds of Alpine and sub-Alpine 
plants that can, and eventually will, b 
grown successfully here, Our climatic 
conditions are really more congenial 
to the cultivation of this type of plant 
than js the case in many districts 
where they have been already grown 
\for many years past. 

It is not implied that all these 
plants are true alpines in the stricter | 
sense—that is, those whose natural | 
habitat is above the “timber line,” but 
rather that the rock-plants suitable 
for this district include also plants 
of the tablelands and Jowlands, all of | 
p which have certain common charac- 
| teristics of growth, 

In the following list of plants, all 
of which have been proven hardy here, 
the classification has been made sim- 
ply on the basis of the type of soll 
most suitable for growth. The fam-

lature Cleans Up Work—Pool Guar- 


Designed to encourage the 
of outside capital into this province 
for the development of industry of alj 
kinds and. in the expectation that 
Since ‘the return of the natural re- 
sources, this influx will be consider- 
able, the legislature on Friday gave 
third reading to an Act to amend the 
Corporations Tax Act, introduced and 
piloted through the legislature by Pre- 
mier J. EB, Brownlee, 


While brief in its terminology, the 
Act is wide in its ramifications as 
henceforward corporations will be 
taxed on the capital) on which they 
are operating in this province and 
not on their total capitalization as 
has been the case heretofore, 
EFFECTIVE SATURDAY 


The Act will become effective on 
the day to which assent is given by 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
which 1s expected to be Saturday. 

Another historic step taken by the 
house was in ratifying the act valid- 
ating the agreements made with 
banks in respect to loans made by 
them to the wheat pool in order that 
the latter could finance the 1929 crop 
and variations of said agreements. 

After a hotly contested debate on 
second reading and in the committee 
of the whole house stage, the mem- 
bers gave thelr final approva] on Fri- 
day and the bill was removed from 
the Order Paper and now awaits as- 
sent by His Honor Lieut.-Goy, Dr, 
William Egbert. 

In all 24 bills were given third 
reading. 

MINIMUM AGE 

Amendments were passed to the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act, which 
provided for the raising of the min- 
imum age at which workers could be 
employed in mines from 16 to 17 
years. 

Another important provision in this 
Act is that if the economic situation 
becomes so acute thet it is deemed 
advisable to curtail the issuing of 
miners certificates, the government 
may do 60, 

The Municipal Hail Insurance Act 
was also ratified. It provides that 
insurance shall not be issued to a 
person, who is more than one year 
in arrears of hail insurance taxes and 
| snables the board to accept an applic- 
ation if made bona fide before the oc- 
currance of a loss. In addition the 
board is empowered to refuse any ap- 
plication for insurance and the max- 
imum amount of indemnity payakle 
is not to exceed $10 an acre.

FIXED WHEAT 
PRICE AGAIN 
IS DISCUSSED 


Matheson Moves Domin- 
ion Government be Ask: 
ed to Act 


Tixed wheat prices were widely dis- 
cussed in the legislature on Saturday 
morning when <A, M, Matheson, 
U.F.A., Vegreville, moved a resolution 
requesting the Dominion government 
to provide that, in respect of the 
wheat crop produced in 1930, the price 
to be paid the producer at points of 
shipment would be 55 cents a bushel 
on the basis of No, 1 Northern, 

Mr, Matheson further stipulated 
that on this basis that in the event 
of the crop being sold to produce any 
sum in excess of the sum so paid, this 
excess would be pooled and pro-rated 
to the producers and that if the pro- 
ceeds were less than the sum paid on 
account of the price, then the defici- 
ency should be met from the general 
revenue of the Dominion. 

In support of his motion, Mr. 
Matheson pointed out that the pres- 
ent cost of production is above the re- 
turns for wheat and that the condi- 
tion thus brought about is creating a 
situation that threatens to cripple or 
destroy the whole business structure 
of Canada and thereby constitutes a 
national crisis. 

He forecast that within six or eight 
months, the Dominion would be forc- 
ed to take some action in regard to 
price fixing. 

A, . Mitehell, Liberal, Leduc, 
thought the Matheson motion did not 
go far enough and moved an amend- 
ment that “this assembly requests the 
Dominion government to stabilize the 
price of wheat by providing in each 
year hereafter that the price per 
bushel to be paid to the producer of 
wheat at the, point of shipment be 
such price as will realize to the pro- 
ducer a reasonable profit on the 
average cost of production of wheat 
in this province.” 

F, C, Moyer, Independent, Drum- 
heller, thought the discussion was on 
a lofty plane as far as farmers’ diffi- 
culties were concerned, but he thought 
Mr, Matheson was entirely imprac- 
ticable. Something more tangible 
than assistance in crop marketing was 
required, 

Hon, O. L, McPherson, minister of 
public works, contended that holding 
out hope for salvation of wheat prices 
by guaranteeing prices soon would 
destroy the industry completely by 
building up surpluses, 

Premier J. E. Brownlee thought it 
was unreasonable to ask the Dominion 
government to guarantee profits to one 
class of people, while others were in 
need. He reiterated his stand on the 
proposal made to the Dominion last 
autumn in regard to 70 per cent 
wheat, 

The debate is continuing. 


POWDER SHOWS 
ARSENIC TRACE 


Was Found in Room of J. 
Geroux Who Died 
Suddenly 


Examination of the white powder 
found in the Fairview hotel room of 
the dead Joe Geroux, former street 
railway employee, shows that there 
was a large content of strychnine in 
the powder, and police are now lean- 
ing to the suicide, rather than the 
heart disease, theory, to account for 
the death, The powder is in the cus- 
tody of Dr, J. A. Kelso, provincial 
analyst. 

Geroux is believed to have been one 
of those let out from the railway last 
fall, at about the time of the payroll 
padding exposure, although it is not 
definitely known if he was one of the 
five, as the names of the offenders 
were jealously guarded by officials.

NO PLATINUM 
IN NEW FIND 


No Samples Yet Submitted 
Showing Trace of Pre- 
cious Metal 


Thoroughly discrediting reports of 
an important platinum strike at Bul- 
livan Creek, Mile 42, near Dalehurst, 
Alberta, R. ©. Swords, representative 
of the Hercules Consolidated Mining, 


Smelting and Power Corporation, of 
London, Eng., Winnipeg and Van- 
couver, arrived in Edmonton Friday 
and declared that he had made an 
investigation of the reported “find,” 
which, in his opinion, did not warrant 
“further investigution.” 

LONG EXPERIENCE 

Mr. Swords, one of the best known 
mining engineers in British Columbia, 
with more than 35 years practical ex- 
perience, stated that he had received 
instruction from his principals to in- 
vestigate the report and en route from 
Vancouver to Edmonton, stopped off 
at the location, He secured anout 15 
pounds of gravel and some concen- 
trates from the discovery claim and 
submitted them fo Dr, John A. Allan, 
of the University of Alberta, for an- 
alysis, Friday. 

“I don't think there is anything to 
{t, In fact I am sure of it,” stated 
Mr, Swords when interviewed by the 
Edmonton Bulletin Friday. “How- 
ever I secured some samples and have 
submitted them to Dr, Allan for final 
analysis,” 

“I do not say there is no platinum’ 
in the samples but even if there was, 
it is so fine that it could never be of 
commercial value, I stopped off at 
the creek where the discovery was 
made and concentrated some of the 
gravel but even then I couldn't find 
any platinum in it,” Mr, Swords de- 
clared, 

MUST FIND BEDROCK 


“Platinum, you know, has a greater 
specific gravity than gold and they 
will have to wait until they get to bed 
rock, if they ever do, before they can 
do anything about it,” he continued, 


Mr, Swords stated that his opinion 
was confirmed by the fact that he 
could find no alluvial deposits which 
could have fed the find. He was of 
the opinion that geological hypothesis 
would be upset if the find amounted 
to anything, 

The “platinum strike” has not yet 
yielded a sample which shows a truce 
of platinum or gold, according to Dr. 
J. A, Allan, head of the department 
of geology, University of Alberta, who 
received and inspected on Friday a 
sample taken from the region. A} 
thorough analytical test was made of 
the sample Saturday morning. 

Placing the supposed platinum con- 
centrate beneath microscopic lens late 
Friday afternoon, and examining 1t 
closely, Dr, Allan announced that 
it contained little else but dirty quartz 
sand, and a few black grains of mag- 
netite, ‘There was no platinum or 
gold in the concentrate, 

“There is nothing to this ‘rush’, in 
my opinion,” stated Dr. Allan, who 
also explained that he would further 
analyze the sample Saturday morning.

COUNSEL GETS — 
SHARP REBUKE 
ARTER TRIAL 


E. Ross sent to Penitenti- 
ary—-Lawyer Argues 


With Judge 


A strong rebuke administered by his 
lordship, Chief Justice Simmons, to 
counsel for the defeiuve, 
marked the afternoon session of the 
Supreme Criminal Court on Friday, 

The episode occurred during the 
hearing of the trial of Edward Ross, 
of Edmonton, who was found guilty by 
a jury of a criminal offence against a 


young girl. He was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary, 

E. B. Coggswell prosecuted for the 
Crown, 

The defence endeavored to impugn 


the chastity of the girl, and after the 
jury had retired to cohsider their ver- 

dict, Mr. Baker contended that his 
lordship had failed in not directing 
the attention of the Jury to the silence 
which he, the defence counsel said was 
maintained by the girl after the of- 
fence was committed. He further held 
that the Crown had the onus of prove 
ing the chastity of the girl. 

His lordship held that the girl was 
held chaste until proved to be the 
contrary, and Mr. Baker persisting in 
his contention was informed that his 
lordship did not wish to continue the 
argument 

Mr. Baker—I am satisfied that I am 
correct 

His Lordship—I am satisfied that 
you are not, When you have more ex- 
perience you will have less assurance, 
without taking into account any ques- 
tion of respect, to the court.” 

His lordship pointed out that the 
case was one where conviction could 
not follow unless the evidence of the 
complainant was supported by at least 
one witness, 

The girl involved in the case is 
fatherless, and was fourteen years of 
age in January 1930. The offence was 
committed in March i930. The girl 
had a child, born at the Beulah home, 
Constable Riddle, of the Alberta Pro- 
vincial police who said he came from 
the same locality in Scotland as Ross, 
Stated that he believed the man was 
35 years or over, Ross, he said, told 
him that he had got in trouble with a 
giri in the Old Country who had a 
baby,
